compares Notes of that kind with the Lenity 
ewn to a Sctof Men mow among us, who are per- 
ually throwing out the moft fhocking and glaring 
dignities — the prefent Government, and the 
moutable Perfons who conftitute and fupport it ; 
d while they continue to cajole their Readers with 
Cant for Liberty and Honour, are aCtually endea- 
uring to fap and deftroy the very Foundation of our 
onfticution, both in Church and State, by the moft 
rocious and unparallel’d Infulte in Print and private 
onverfation. 
Tax Great Eliza herfelf, that Championefs and 
arling Queen fo often quoted and extoll’d by the
